“ Stop when you see a red light, or

Red Light at Crossroad. 
The muzzle 
of a revolver was held 
at W aite’* neck as the train sped ou 
Tw o miles north of Rondout, at a 
crossroad, a red light flickered an . 
W aite stopped the train. 
The headlight* of four automobile* 
lighted up tim scene as men swanned 
out of the gloom. 
Alarmed by the 
stopping of the train, member® of the 
crew peered out, saw the men run­ 
ning toward them arid slammed and 
barricaded the doors. 
They switched 
out the lights. 
A crackle of rifle aud revolver shot* 
broke out and bullet* chugged against 
and 
through the doors aud at the 
same time the bandits ordered that

donning another mask leaped into a 
car after Phillips 
“ Hand out the 
reds,” ’ the bandit 
ordered, referring to the registered 
mail sacks 
The bamLit appeared to have fufi 
knowledge of the val na blee, for he 
•aid he wanted the sacks consigned 
to St. Paul, Milwaukee, Minneapolis, 
Helena, Butte and 
Roundup, Mont., 
and Spokane and Seattle, Wash. 
In the meantime other bandits en­ 
tered a ce cond car ami with the help 
of clerks selected several registered 
m ail sacks. 
The clerks were forced 
bo help load the booty in the bandit 
cars. 
Then with a parting admoni­ 
tion to get in the cars and stay there 
the daring bandits sped aw ay.
